ADMINISTRATIVE (cont’d 1 ) 

The objective of this investigation is to b&ing 
about the elimination of mass distribution of offensively 
commercialized borderline gloss magazines through a 
comprehensive investigation by Federal and local authorities 
into the production, wholesale and retail distribution of 
the material by these companies. 


The Strike Force intends to empanel a local Grand 
Jury and through same subpoena -the corporate books '- 9 corooEate 
records, and mailing lists (view toward distribution to* 
minors). The Strike Force also intends to grant immunity 
to certain witnesses such as peripheral retailers, 
informants, and defendants in any pending case. The Strike 
Force then intends to issue search warrants for production 
material such as printing plates, negatives, and office 
records, but does not intend large confiscatory seizures. 

The Strike R>rce attorneys were questioned as 
to the meaning of "commercialized borderline gloss 
magazines," and the explanation given was, "The magazines 
now appearing on newsstands or. in bookstores reflecting 
pictures of two nude individuals displaying their private • 
parts in positions suggesting an intention to commit acts 
of perversion and/or intercourse."

Magazines No. 1 through 4 have been forwarded to 
the Bureau by the Miami Office in December, 1969* under the 
caption UNSUBS, doing business as Star Distributors, Post 
Office Box 362, Canal Street Station, New York, New York, 
Bureau file 145-4279, Miami file 145-703, Laboratory Number 
D- 691215026 AV. The fifth magazine has. been obtained by 
the New York Office and will be forwarded to the Bureau 
under separate cover. 

The NYO has reviewed the above magazines and 
pointed out to the Strike Force attorneys. Southern District 
of New York, that the contents of these magazines did not 
appear to be "hard core pornography," and based on recent 
Supreme Court decisions a conviction based on this material 
would not be sustained. However, the Strike Force attorneys 
state that to their knowledge this type of magazine which 
they refer to as "fondling" or "actionable but not hard 
core" has not been tested in either local or Federal court. 
They point out that the magazine in question is between 
the "ordinary spread" magazine and the "hard core" magazine, 
and they feel that a conviction would be sustained if a 
large pandering case could be successfully prosecuted. The 
Strike Force attorneys have therefore selected the above- 
mentioned three companies which are the largest distributors 
of the type of material in question, and they intend to 
join these three companies in one test case.
